Claims 1-5, 7, and 9-14 are currently pending in the application. Claims 6 and 8 were 
canceled.

Applicant's response and arguments have been fully considered and found persuasive 
with respect to the rejection of claims 1-5, 7, and 10-14, under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting over claims 1-7 and 9 of co-pending Application No. 
10/593,461 and also over claims 1-6 and 9-1 1 of co-pending Application No. 10/586,814 and the 
rejection is hereby withdraw and hence, all remaining pending claims 1-5, 7, and 9-14 are now 
found allowable over the prior art of record.
